Mercury 10 Degrees Below 
Average — Heavy Rains 
in Eastern Country.

LONDON, July 22.—Great Brit- 


ain is experiencing one of the most 
unusual summer cold spells in 
years. It was cooler here last night 


than for ordinary nights in No- 
vember, the thermometer on 
Hampstead Heath dropping to 45 
degrees while the ground tempcra- 
ture was within 6 degrees of freez- 
ing. At 10 o'clock this morning 
the temperature in Central London 
was only 55, and in general it is 
running 10 degrees below the sea- 
sonal average. Torrential rains 
have fullen in Eastern England. 


GENERAL BREAK IN NATION'S 
HEAT WAVE IS FORECAST 


Thunderstorms Indicated for Ohio 
Valley, Lower Lake Region, Mid- 
dle and North Atlantic States. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—A 
break in the oppressive heat wave 
today or tonight was the cheerful 
prospect held out to a sweltering 
nation today by the Weather Bu- 
reau. There were thunder showers 
this afternoon in Baltimore, where 
lightning killed a man and set fire 
to an apartment house. 

“The indications are for thunder- 
showers within the next 24 hours in 
the Ohio Valley, Tennessee, the 
Lower Lake region and the Middle 
Atlantic States and North Atlantic, 
States,“ last night’s forecast said, 
“and scattered thundershowers are 
probable during Wednesday in the 
northern portion of the South At- 
lantic States. 

“There will be a break in the 
heat wave Tuesday as far east as 
the Appalachian Mountains and by 
or during Tuesday night in the Mid- 
dle Atlantic and North Atlantic 
States and moderate temperatures 
will likely prevail Wednesday from 
the Ohio Valley and Lower Lake 
region eastward to the Atlantic 
Coast.” 

The bureau’s statement noted 
that July temperature records had 
been broken at numerous places 
yesterday and told of temperatures 
of 103 degrees in Philadelphia, 102 
degrees in Atlantic City, Richmond 
and Cape Henry, while New York’s 
July record of 99 degrees was 
equaled. 

After a new all-time record of 
105 degrees here on Sunday, the 
mercury mounted yesterday to 103. 


BANK ROBBERS SLUG CASHIER 
AND ESCAPE WITH $100,000 


Of Loot at Hartford (Wis.) Bank 
$85,000 Is in Securities, 
Mostly Negotiable.

HARTFORD, Wis., July 22. — 
Three men robbed the First Na- 
tional Bank here of about $100,000 
shortly before noon today after 
slugging the cashier and threaten- 
ing customers. 

Two customers and five employes 
were in the bank when the rob- 
bers, all young men, walked in. The 
leader strolled over to the cashier, 
R. W. Bailey and, without warning 
struck him on the head with a pis- 
tol. The other two took positions 
on opposite sides of the lobby and 
stood guard. The leader then or- 
dered the assistant cashier, H. L. 
Radke, to open the safe “or we'll 
open you up.” The leader then 
made a hurried trip through the 
safe and the cages, picking up $15,- 
000 in currency and $85,000 in se- 
curities, nearly all of which is 
negotiable.

GIRL AND MOTHER 
HELD: ABANDONED 
INFANT IN HOTEL 


Edna Lopinot of Cahokia, 
III., Arrested With Parent 
When They Return to 
Claim Boy Left in Chicago 


CHILD DESERTED 
THREE MONTHS AGO 


Tell of Struggle to Earn 
Money for Baby’s Keep 
in St. Louis Orphanage 
Where It Was Born. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, July 22.—Jimmie 
Stevens Taylor, a chubby little boy 
who has lived in a Chicago orphan- 
age three months, is going to have 
his mother by his side after all 
when he sits down to his first birth- 
day cake next month. 

Yesterday, a tearful girl called 
for the infant at St. Vincent's Or- 
phanage and claimed him for her 
Own, even though a policeman 
waited in the next room to arrest 
her for abandoning the child three 
months ago. 

Jimmie’s mother is not married. 
She lives with her parents near 
Cahokia, III., just south of East St. 
Louis. She is Miss Edna Lopinot 
and is 19 years old. 

Father's Wages Small. 

Her father, Emil Lipinot, makes 
only $2.80 a day as a driller in a 
quarry which goes a long way to- 
ward explaining why the little boy 
has been a foundling instead of the 
greatest jewel in the Lipinot house- 
hold. 

It helps to explain, too, why 
Jimmie was named for the Chicago 
hotel in which his mother aban- 
doned him and for the policeman 
who took him in charge after a 
bellboy had found the infant. Of 
course, Jimmie Stevens Taylor isn’t 
his real name after all. It’s Law- 
rence Lopinot, and so he was called 
today when his mother, and her 
mother, Mrs. Emil Lopinot, ap- 
peared in court today on a charge 
of child abandonment. 

The story of Lawrence Lopinot 
is not a new one. It began more 
than a year ago when his mother 
was.a high school student. A meet- 
ing with a married man, clande- 
stine appointments, an automobile 
trip—so it ran. 

Told Secret to Parcnts. 

Afterwards, with ruin confront- 
ing her, the girl told her story to 
her parents. Just a few weeks be- 
fore she had found work asa typist, 
having left school, but she was 
soon forced to leave her place, cut- 
ting down the Lopinot income 
again to the father’s wages. 

The baby was born in a St. 
Louis hospital and was left at St. 
Ann’s Orphanage, at Page and Un- 
ion boulevards. 

Edna and her mother got jobs 
as soon as Edna was able to leave 
the hospital, and from their earn- 
ings they were able to pay $5 a 
week for the baby's board. But 
after a time the strain became too 
great, it was decided to take the 
baby away and abandon him. 

“We wanted him to have a good 
home,” Mrz. Lopinot told Chicago 
policemen yesterday, “and so we 
decided to leave him in a place 
where he would likely be found by 
a person of means.” 

The child was abandoned in the 
Stevens Hotel, where Mrs. Lopinot 
and her daughter had registered 
as residents of Detroit, but instead 
of being found by a wealthy man, 
the baby was discovered by a hotel 
employe, who called a policeman. 

Search for Mother. 

For a little boy like Jimmie, the 
separation from his mother was 
no great privation. At St. Vincent's 
they were very kind to him. They 
tried to find his mother for him, 
too, and finally Miss Bernadine 
Healy of the Orphanage staff, who 
had taken a special interest in the 
baby, was able, through a long and 
involved investigation, to get in 
touch with his mother. 

Three months ago when Jimmie 
was left in the orphanage he was a 
helpleas baby. Now he is able to 
stand alone and toddle a few steps. 
He can make the gurgling sounds 
that presage articulate speech. 

Later on, when his mother has 
satisfied justice for abandoning 
him, Jimmie will be taken back to 


the humble home of the Sopinots. 


Probably he never will know his 
father, who left town long before 
Jimmie was born. 

But from his mother, who is 
brave enough to face the world, he 
will have love and a home,

Endurance Aviators Obliged 
to Sleep on Blankets 
When Pneumatic Mat- 
tress Develops Leak. 


Dale Jackson and Forest O'Brine, 
in the yellow and orange mono- 
plane, The Greater St. Louis, com- 
pleted at 7:11 o’clock this morning 
the first 24 hours of the flight they 
hope will regain for them the re- 
fueling endurance championship of 
the world. They have 22 more 
days to fly before they can sur- 
pass the 65%-hour record set by 
the Hunter brothers at 
early this month. 

Although they have 
1500 feet above the ground for the 
last 24 hours, the flyers suffered 
discomfort yesterday and last night 
from a puncture, They found their 
pneumatic mattress leaked and, in- 
stead of having a comfortable, 
yielding bed. they slept in shifts on 
two blankets spread on the main 
gasoline tank. 

Today the damaged mattress was 
lowered to the ground and repaired 
and a representative of the flyers 
yas sent in to St. Louis to attempt 
to buy another. 

The hard bed apparently was 
prominent in O’Brine’s mind this 
morning when he wrote a note to 
Bill Brewster and Shorty Chaffee, 
the refueling crew, ordering sup- 
plies for the day. It read: 

“Shorty and Bill: Expect you 
guys are in bed yet but I am not 
but would like to be. I think we 
should have 90 gal. gas. Oil as 
usual and eat also. Think we will 
send our bed down. Maybe it can 
be patched. If so, o. k., if not, 
Hell. How is everything down 
there so far?“ 

Seventh Contact Made. 

The refueling crew took off at 
7:30 with gasoline, making the 
fifth contact of the flight. The 
sixth contact, in which cans con- 
taining ofl and food were lowered 
to the endurance plane, was made 
a few minutes later, and the sev- 
enth, when the cans, containing 
the defective mattress and mail 
from the flyers, were transferred, 
shortly before 9 a. m. 

When the duties of the morning 
were concluded, when the motor oil 
had been changed and the rocker 
arms greased, when gasoline had 
been pumped from the fuselage to 
the wing tanks, the flyers settled 
down to read their morning mail. 
Dozens of letters and telegrams 
were sent up to them, with copies 
of all St. Louis newspapers. 

Since they are flying a level 
course, it is possible for the pilot 
who is temporarily in control to 
fly the plane with his feet while 
he reads, with only an occasional 
glance around. 

The night, however, was not as 
bad as the flyers had feared and 
they sailed through the darkness 
with their navigation -lights, red 
and green from the front and white 
from the rear, proclaiming their 
presence to observers on the 
ground. : 

Persons eonnected with the 
ground crew announced today that 
Jackson and O’Brine so far have

WASHINGTON, July 92.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today signed the Lon- 
don naval treaty. In the east room 
of the White House, with Secre- 
taries Stimson and Adams and en- 
ators Reed (Rep.), Pennsylvania, 
and Robinson (Dem.), Arkansas 
conference delegates, and Senator 
Watson of Indiana, the majority 
leader, looking on, Mr. Hoover 
signed the pact for limitation of 
all fighting vessels of the Ameri- 
can, English and Japanese navies, 

The Senate gave its consent ves 
terday to ratification, 

Vice President Curtis, Chairman 
Borah of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, and Senator Swanson 
of Virginia, the ranking Democrat 
on the Foreign Relations Commit 
tee, also witnessed the signing. 

President Hoover signed the 
document with the gold pen used 
by the American delegates to the 
London Conference when they 
placed their names upon the 
— at the end of the par- 
ey. 

Earlier in the day the President 
said in a statement: 

“I shall have the gratification of 
signing the naval treaty this after- 
noon at 3 o'clock. It is a matter of 
satisfaction that this great accom- 
plishment in international relations 
has at all stepa been given united

“With the ratification by the 
other Governments the treaty will 
translate an emotion deep in the 
hearts of millions of men and 
women into a practical fact of 
Government and international re- 
lations. : 

“It will renew again the faith of 
the world in the moral forces of 
good will and patient negotiation 
as against the blind forces of sus- 
picion and competitive armament. 
It will secure the full defense of 
the United States. It will mark a 
further long step toward lifting the

Several steps must be taken be- 
fore St. Louis can be ready to elira- 
inate daytime parking in the con- 
gested business district, Director of 
Streets and Sewers Brooks said in 
his annual report, issued today. He 
has been for several years an ad- 
vocate of parking restriction down- 
town. 

The steps, he declared, are defi- 
nite settlemient of the contemplated 
rerouting of street car lines; eliin- 


ination of unnecessary left turns 
by trolleys and vehicles: installation 
of an automatic signal system, and 
provision of off-street parking fa- 
cilities. 

Brooks again called attention to 
the “remarkable facilities” for 
parking on the levee between Eads 
and Municipal Bridges, even if it 
is necessary to provide free trans- 
portation to and from the levee.” 

The department is studying the 
difficult traffic situation that will 
be created in the vicinity of Third 
street and Washington avenue 
when the vehicle deck of Eads 
Bridge is opened to passenger au- 
tomobiles without tolls, the report 
stated, 

Under the recent arrangement 
for discounting specitl tax bills in 
condemnation cases to raise cash, 
Brooks said, it is expected the wid- 
ening of South Twelfth street and 
Gravois avenue as connecting links 
will be carried out next year, pos- 
sibly one other large improvement 
and probably a number of smaller 
ones. He called attention to the 
repaving of Clark avenue, between 
Seventh and Fourteenth streets, 
now under way, as part of the plan 
for a Clark-Forest Park avenue 
traiffic artery, and said it was hoped 
to start building a viaduct for Clark 
across the Union Station tracks as 
soon as condemnation for the ap- 
proaches is completed. 

Vandeventer Traffic Increase. 

Traffic counts in the last fiscal 
year, the report related, showed 
the traffic increase in Vandeventer 
avenue, following widening, to be 
the outstanding development. The 
increase over the previous year was 
83 per cent north of Lindell boule- 
vard, 85 per cent north of Delmar 
boulevard, and 76 per cent north 
of Easton avenue. On the other 
hand, it was sHown, traffic in Grand 
decreased only 13 per cent south of 
Lindell and 9 per cent south of 
Delmar. 

The decrease in Sarah street. 
south of Lindell, was only 10 per 
cent. The report, noting that the 
increase in Vandeventer was far 
greater than the decrease in paral- 
lel arteries, argued that the Van- 
denter widening had attracted new 
traffic, some of which probably 


went out of the way to use a 


smooth, broad, straight route. 

Although traffic in Locust street, 
west of Twelfth boulevard, de- 
creased 29 per cent in the year 
after adjacent Olive street was 
widened, it increased 10 per cent 
over the previous count, in obser- 
vation early this year, indicating 
an increased volume of movement 
to and from downtowfl. Paving of 
Twelfth street, between Russell 
boulevard and Lynch street, in- 
creased traffic south of Russell 416 
per cent, the report said, and last 
year there was another 51 per cent 
increase. 

Tree Planting Conferences. 

Brooks told of conferences with 
the view of bringing about the 
planting of trees along major 
streets. He sald the overloading 
of trucks was being studied, as was 
the possibility of prohibiting solid 
tires on trucks, to protect streets. 
The new service car reguiations, he 
reported, reduced the number of 
cars to 310. There had been 600 
to 700.

HOOVER SIGNS 
NAVAL TREATY 
SENATE RATIFIED

warships within a limitation agree- 
ment. 

Having performed the task for 
which it was called into special 
session by President Hoover a lit- 
tle more than two weeks ago, the 
Senate adjourned sine die, not to 
meet again until the assembling of 
Congress next December. With 
only short interims, the Senate had 
been in session, with regular and 
special meetings, for more than a 
year and a half. 

The prompt action of the Senate, 
under pressure from the leaders on 
both sides of the chamber, made 
the United States the first of the 
five signatory Powers to give legis- 
lative approval to the limitation 
treaty. 

Britain and Japan Must Act. 
As among the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan, the treaty 
will come into effect as soon as 
the ratifications by those Powers 
shall have been deposited at Lon- 
don. These are the Powers affect- 
ed by the agreement limiting aux- 
iliary tonnage. The portions of 
the treaty which relate to France 
and Italy will not come into ef- 
fect, with respect to those Powers, 
until they shall have added their 
approval. The five-Power parts 
of the treaty include the subma- 
rine humanization clause and the 
extension of the battleship holi- 
day to the end of 1936. 

In giving its approval to the 
treaty, the Senate made no change 
in the text and adopted only one 
reservation. This, the Nerris res- 
ervation setting out the under- 
standing of the Senate that the 
treaty contains no secret engage- 
ments, was accepted by the pro- 
treaty leaders and adopted without 
a record vote. It does not in any 
way weaken the Senate’s approval 
of the document. 

All the hostile reservations, more 
than a dozen of them, were killed 
by large majorities. The greatest 
number of Senators supporting any 
of these on a record vote was 11. 


Little Sentiment Against Pact. 

Once the opposition fillibuster, led 
by Hiram Johnson,had talked itself 
out, events moved fast toward the 
final ratification. The intense heat 
in the capital had something to do 
with hastening the collapse of the 
anti-treaty fight, but a more im- 
portant factor was the realization 
that it had succeeded in stirring ap 
but a scant volume of public sen- 
timent against the treaty. 

On the final roll call only two 
Democrats, McKellar of Tennessee 
and Walsh of Massachusetts, and 
seven Republicans, Bingham, Con- 
necticut: Hale, Maine; Johnson, 
California; Moses, New Hampshire; 
Oddie, Nevada; Pine, Oklahoma, 
and Robinson of Indiana, went 
against the treaty. 

In addition, five Senators were 
paired against the treaty. These 
included three Democrats, Brous- 
sard, Louisiana: Pittman, Nevada, 
and Copeland, New York; one Re- 
publican, Waterman of Colorado, 
and the one Farmer-Labor mem- 
ber, Shipstead of Minnesota. There 
was thus a total of only 14 votes

Issue of Building by U. S. 

If the treaty is ratified by Japan 
and Great Britain, the issue imme- 
diately will arise whether or not 
the United States should build up 
to its full permitted strength. As 
it frequently has been pointed out, 


the treaty does not require the 


United States to build a rowboat. 
One of the defeated reservations 
would have put the Senate on rec- 
ord for the building of the whole 
“treaty fleet,” with the exception 
of the permitted six-inch gun 
cruisers. Waish (Dein.), Massa- 
chusetts, offered this, and after it 
had been voted down he turned 
against the treaty. The reservation 
mustered only 11 votes out of 65 
cast. 
This negligible support for the 
Walsh proposal represents, how- 
ever, only a small portion of the 
sentiment for a substantial build- 
ing up of the American fleet. The 
reservation was rejected because 
it sought to complicate the act of 
ratification with a purely domestic 
issue. Undoubtedly its passage 
would have antagonized the Nor- 
ris-La Follette group, which, while 
standing with the administration 
for the ratification of the treaty, 
has let it be known that it will 
fight any axtensive building pro- 
gram under the treaty. 

Naval experts have estimated 
that it would cost the United States 
$1,000,000,000 to build up to the 
top limit permitted in all catego- 
ries. Secretary of the Navy Adams 
affirmed this estimate in his tes- 
timony on the treaty before the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee. 
The figure, nevertheless, is prob- 
ably too high, and in any event it 
is higher than the amount that 
anybody expects Congress to au- 
thorize. 

The $1,000,000,000 estimate as- 
sumes not only the building of all 
the new ships authorized for the 
United States by the treaty, but the 
replacement of tonnage in all cate- 
gories as far as it reaches the tech- 
nical age limit. It assumed, in 
other words, the very maximum of 
expenditure in all classes of ships. 


Reconditioning of Old Ships Likely 


For one thing, it is predicated on 
the theory that the United States 
would indulge under the treaty in 
the building of a large number ot 
new destroyers to replace ships be- 
coming obsolete during the life of 
the treaty. The far likelier course 
is that an adequate -destroyer 
strength will be maintained through 
the reconditioning of old vessels. 

Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
one of the framers of the treaty, 
has expressed his belief that the 
United States should use its right 
to obtain substantial parity with 
Great Britain, but he has specif- 
ically named the destroyer class as 
one in which the United States 
need not build to the full limit per- 
mitted. 

The other senatorial delegate at 
London, Senator Reed of Pennsy}l- 
vania, who is likewise in favor of 
building up the fleet, particularly 
in the cruiser class, has said that 
parity with Great Britain can be 
had by the expenditure of about 
a third of the estimated $1,000,- 
000,000. | 

Whateyer may be the cost, the 
point at this time is that ratifica- 
tion of the treaty, by the Senate 
has not settled the long dispute 
over the appropriate si of the 
American navy.

The glove he cast off, 
which is believed to have been 
worn to prevent leaving finger- 
prints, which would indicate he 
was a man with a police record 
whose fingerprints are on record, 
ls a common brand sold in many 
stores and the police have been un- 
able to trace it to the store which 
handled it or to the man who pur- 
chased it. 
Murder Sktlifully Executed. 

While police think the slayer 
may have had accomplices in the 
subway to cover his retreat, they 
have abandoned the original theory 
that the men in the automobile 
who hailed Lingle to give him a 
tip on the horse did so to point 
him out, possibly to an imported 
gunman who did not know him as 
the man to be slain. But all agree 
that the killing was carefully 
planned and executed. Lingle's 
movements were not hard to fol- 
low. It was his daily custom to 
walk through that subway and 
take a train for the race course 
and on the day he was slain he 
entered the subway at 1:20 p. m., 
an hour when many persons are 
passing through it. 

A crowd is considered by gun- 
men a good place to fire a shot, 
because of the confusion that im- 
mediatély follows, and with every- 
one running it becomes a simple 
matter for a killer to escape. This 
is exactly what occurred when 
Lingle was slain and almost be- 
fore anyone realized what had 
happened, the slayer had disap- 
peared in the crowds on the street. 

As usual in such cases there be- 
gan a quick roundup of known 
Chicago gunmen but none was 
identified as resembling the slay- 
er. This gives rise to the belief in 
police circles that an imported 
gunman did the job to frustrate at- 
tempts at identification of Chicazo 
men, it being a known custom for 
gunmen of one city ta bring one of 
their kind, not known to local po- 
lice, trom another city for killings 
of a serious nature, such as that of 
Lingle. After such a job the 
stranger returns to his home city. 
He either is paid for the job or 
similar work is done for his gang 
when the need arises. 

Slayer Was a Professional. 

The killer of Lingle was a pro- 
fessional. All accounts agree that 
he went at his work with great de- 
liberation and aceuracy. He fired 
but one shot, which struck Lingle 
at the base of the brain, but no one 
recalls that he held the revolver in 
his left hand. It would seem he fs 
lefthanded, if he used the glove he 
discarded to prevent leaving fin- 
gerprints. He did not dash away 
after the killing, but carefully 
vaulted over the rail and walked 
fast to the street, but not with such 
haste as to attract undue attention. 


He was seen as far as three blocks 


away, when he was lost in a crowd. 
Any other but a professional or 
one who had not been carefully re- 
hearsed in such a bold and desper- 
ate deed ordinarily would have 
taken to flight. 

And so the police realize they 
are dealing with a case that will 
tax their wits, with the odds 
against them, despite the attrac- 
tive reward totaling $55,725, of 
which $10,000 is for confidential 
information of the identity of the 
slayer, with a guarantee to the in- 
formant that his identity never will 
Be disclosed.

Dr. Joseph F. Rock, internationally 
knewn botanist working under aus- 
pices of Harvard University and 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture, arrived here today en- 
route to the remote city of Lich- 
lang where he plans to work five 
years among the Nashi tribe. 

Dr. Rock will proceed to Hanoi, 
Tongking, and thence by frain to 
Yunnanfu, Yunnan Province, where 
Nashi tribesmen will be awaiting 
him, From Yunnanfu he will go 
to Lichiang, which is 25 days dis- 
tance by horseback. 

Lichiang is at the headwaters 
of the Yangtze River in the ex- 
treme northwest, corner of Yunnan, 
Dr. Rock, who has visited the 
Nashi country twice previously, in- 
tends to spend the first six months 
writing two volumes for the Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine de- 
scribing his travels and researches 
in Tibet. . 

The remainder of his stay will 
be devoted to translation into En- 
glish of Nashi literature and also 
to the compilation of English and 
Chinese dictionaries from ancient 
Nashi writings.

sued here last night. 
Members cannot imagine,” says 
the report, “the beauty and inter- 
est that might have been added to 
our country had the work at St. 
Donat's been carried through in the 
spirit of the original builders and 
under the influence of an ‘antique 
seeking’ age. Good workmen and 
good designers, their minds im- 
bued with contemporary knowledge 
and skill, could have made St. 
Donat's a still nobler place than it 
was and future generations would 
have had additional reason to be- 
lieve we also can produce artists. 

“As things now are it seems like- 
ly to attribute to us a moneylike 
cleverness that teaches the facile 
and the sly how best to mock their 
betters—the old masters.” 

The report then states that when 
society members approached Hearst 
they Were courteously received, but 
could not get permission to send 
experienced members to the castle 
to give advice or critcism. There- 
fore, the report says, it is difficult 
to report clearly the manner in 
which the society believed its prin- 
ciples had been outraged. It is be- 
lieved that these principles have 
been neglected in the additions at 


the ‘antiquity maker’ have been 
employed.” ‘ 

The report admits the new work 
might make “an excellent and cor- 
rect background for a historical 
stage of film production,” but the 
thought is expressed that it has not 
the true ring of either the old or 
the normal modern building, 

“To find a place for a staircase 
or fireplace of fine workmanship, 
if or when it must be torn from its 
original setting, is admittedly 
right,“ continues the report. Some 
of the pieces used at St. Donat’s 
are of this nature and in regard to 
their preservation Mr. Hearst and 
his agents deserve our gratitude.” 
But concerning other antiques 
brought directly from old houses or 
the shops of dealers the saciety be- 
lieves otherwise, its report declar- 
ing: 

“Tudor paneling is always fine, 
whether it stands incongruously in 
a New York apartment chamber or 
not very happily in St. Donat’s cas- 
tle, or in its original position. But 
everyone who appreciates such old 
workmanship, not for its money 
value but in relation to the life of 
past people, must feel a distaste for 
a chamber artfully decorated with 
the proceeds of such trading.”

PONER COMMISSION 
NOMINATIONS TED UP 


> : 


Walsh of Montana and McKel- 
lar Object to Indorsement 
Without Inquiry, 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
201-205 Kellogg Buliding. 
WASHINGTON, July 22. — The 
plan for immediate re-organization 
of the Federal Power Commission 
which has jurisdiction over water 
power sites on navigable streams, 
was frustrated late yesterday when 
Senators Walsh of Montana and Mc- 


crats, objected to voting on the 
confirmation of three nominees 
until their records had been close- 
ly scrutinized. : 

Had the nominees, Claude L. 
Draper of Wyoming, Ralph B. Wil- 
liamson of Washington and. Marcel 


Garsaud of Louisiana, been ap- 
proved by the Senate, they could 
have taken over the work of the 
present commission, composed of 
Secretaries of War, Interior and 
Agriculture. 

Eventually the new commission 
will have five members and it was 
President Hoover’s intention to 
give recess appointments to two 
commissioners, one Republican and 
one Democrat, as soon as satis- 
factory men could be found. The 
objections by Walsh and McKellar 
and the adjournment of the Sen- 
ate automatically voided the nomi- 
nations which can be resubmitted 
however when Congress reconvenes 
in December. 


Attorney-General Mitchell has 
been asked by President Hoover 
to give an opinion on whether 
members of the Power Commission 
may be given recess appointments 
pending their nomination to the 
Senate at the next session of Con- 
gress. The President expects to 
make interim appointments for the 
six members of the Tariff Com- 
mission who are to be named, since 
it is held no provisions of the new 
tariff law prohibit this. 

The Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee to which the three 
nominations were referred, gave 
unanimously favorable reports yes- 
terday, after seven of the 19 com- 
mittee members had considered 
them for half an hour. Chairman 
Couzens sought early confirmation 
and he placed before the seven 
members the nominee’s record as 
received from the White House. 


Insists on Delay. 

Immediately after the vote on 
the London naval treaty, Couzens 
presented the committee’s reports 
to the Senate. Walsh insisted that 
consideration be delayed until Sen- 
ators had had time to make their 
own investigations. 

“This is too grave a matter,” 
said Walsh, “to be disposed of in 
this precipitous manner. The gen- 
tlemen may be all right. I have 
no information that leads me to 
believe that the appointment of 
any of them is not wis@ But, on 
the other hand, we have no infor- 
mation whatever concerning who 
they are, what their relationships 
or associations. may be, and none 
of them has any reputation, at least 
beyond te state from which he 
comes.“ 

McKeller joined in Walsh's ob- 
jection, stating that Tennessee had 
many valuable power sites and that 
as a Senator from Tennessee, he 
wanted to make his own investiga- 
tion of the men who would have 
jurisdiction over them. 

Couzens had before him the 
memoranda from the White House, 
but when the objections were 
made, he did not present them. 

These memoranda gave a list of 
the nominees’ indorsements and a 
brief summary ot the work each 
had done. 


Date on Selections. 

Draper is a member of the 
Wyoming State Utilities Board and 
has the backing of Senator Ken- 
drick (Dem.), Wyoming. Draper is 
a Republican, as is Williamson. 
Garsaud is a Democrat. ‘Before 
his appointment to the utilities 
board Draper was in the livestock 
business and for the last few years 
he has waged a vigorous fight for 
reduced railroad rates on livestock 
and agricultural produce. 

Williamson had the indorsement 
of Senators Dill (Dem.) and Jones 
(Rep.) of Washington. For the last 
19 years he has lived in Yakima, 
Wash., where he has a large prac- 
tice in water rights law. Before 
establishing a private office, he 
was in the Federal reclamation 
service. He was a member of the 
Washington water code commis- 
sion and helped to draft the water 
rights code adopted in 1917. 

In 1924, Garsaud was appointed 
chief engineer of the Orleans Par- 
ish Levee Board, the organization 
charged with the duty of protect- 
ing New Orleans from waters 
of the Mississippi River. As chief 
engineer, he had supervision of 
the design for the $27,000 lake 
front reclamation project, one of 
the largest of its kind in the coun- 
try. From the levee board Gar- 
saud went to the Orleans Parish 
dock board, a municipal public 
service administering the works of 
the port of New Orleans. Presi- 
dent Hoover is said to have been 
impressed by Garsaud’s efforts 
during the 1927 flood.

DANIEL BOONE DEED 
AMONG YOUNG ASSETS 


It 


Is First Conveyance of 
Pioneer's Grant Near 
Matson, Mo. 


Among the securities and records 
stored in the vault at the office 
of W. H. Young & Bros., Inc., 
Trustee F. E. Williams has found 
at least one document which was 
not affected in value when the 
brokerage firm failed last March 
with a loss to investors of more 
than 32,000,000. — 

It is a deed, dated May 6, 1815. 
signed by Daniel Boone, by which 
the famaus frontiersman conveyed 
the last of his Spanish land grant 
in St. Charles County to “one Wil- 
liam Cashow for a consideration 


of 3320.“ The document, now yel- 
low with years, bears a handwrit- 
ten description of the 161l-acre 
tract, located at what 
known as Matson, Mo. 
Signature of witnesses on the 
deed are those of Daniel Morgan 
Boone, the scout’s son, and John 
B. Calloway, a Justice of the Peace. 
The document first was exhibited 
at the St. Louis world’s fair and 
several years later was found in 
the possession of Mrs. Mary A. 
Matson of Fort Myers, Fla., de- 
scendant of the old Missouri fam- 
ily that founded the town bearing 
its name. It was later acquired 
by John M. Reilly, St. Louis real 
estate dealer. 
The Youngs purchased the prop- 
erty and the original deed a few 
years ago, and announced they in- 
tended to establish a golf course 
and other recreational facilities for 
their employes’ use. 
Trustee Williams thinks the deed 
was purchased for about $75. After 
he sells the farm, which he esti- 
mates should bring about $25,000 
above encumbrances of the same 
amount, he will sell the historical 
document for a price he antici- 
pates will be considerably more 
than $75.

Since the new regulations became 
effective, July 3, about 1000 vet- 
erans have applied to the local of- 
fice for compensation. Based on 
the number of disallowed claims 
under the old law, Wieland esti- 
mates that 10,000 applications will 
be received here. Payment on suc- 
cessful claims will be made from 
the date of filing. Applicants must 
have been in the military service 
of the United States at least 90 
days prior to the armistice. 
Allowances under the new law 
vary from $12 to $40 monthly de- 
pending on the degree of disa- 
At present the St. Louis 
Bureau pays $201,515 monthly to 
5163 disabled veterans. |

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TO BOOST WHEAT PRICE 


Representatives. of Four States 
Call on Farm Board 
Chairman.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—Chair- 
man Legge’s statement that criti- 
cism of the Farm Board’s wheat 
policy is mostly “political bunk” 
has not stilled demands that the 
board take action to increase the 


price of grain. ＋ 

Senators from four wheat grow- 
ing states, led by Capper of Kan- 
sas, called on him today to urge 
that the board broaden its present 
program, which is chiefly centered 
on crop reduction. Pine of Okla- 
homa, Allen of Kansas, Howell of 
Nebraska and McMaster of South 
Dakota accompanied Capper. 
After the conference Capper said 
the group had emphasized the 
need for action to “aid the present 
critical situation.“ They expressed 
the hope, he added, that some- 
thing be done “to give the farmer 
a better price while the wheat is 
still in his hands and before it gets 
into the hands of speculators." 
Capper again presented his plan 
for the purchase of 100,000,000 
bushels of wheat by board agen- 
cies. Legge had previous disap- 
proved this suggestion, saying the 
board could do little unless the 
farmer aided in reducing the sur- 
plus. 

Capper said the Government 
could take some loss in purchasing 
the wheat. The possibility that it 
could be sold at low prices or even 
given to China or India, Capper 
added, was suggested to the chair- 
man. Capper said the Senators 
had a most sympathetic djscus- 
sion’ with Legge. The chairman 
differed “with us on the proposi- 
tion that the Farm Board, through 
its Stabilization Corporation, should 
go on the market at this time,“ he 
added, 

The Senators said they did not 
discuss acreage reduction propos- 
als. Legge, however, Capper said, 
expressed the opinion that if it be- 
came known that farmers were re- 
ducing acreage it would have a 
beneficial effect on wheat prices. 

In a statement published today, 
Legge said he was fighting in open 
and not hiding behind President 
Hoover. He added he would make 
a report to the chief executive soon 
on the progres of the board’s cam- 
paign for a reduced wheat acre- 
age. 

“The Farm Board,” he said., was 
created to assist the farmer and 
not for politics. The farmer's 
problem is an economic one that 
will never be solved by any po- 
litical remedies. 

“The President has not inter- 
fered with our program and we 
have gone ahead sawing wood. I 
expect to report to him soon on the 
acreage reduction campaign, but I 
‘am not hiding behind his skirts.” 

Legge went on to say he was 
prepared to tell Mr. Hoover he 
expected co-operation in the acreagt 
reduction program from the farm- 
ers of every state in the winter 
wheat belt. He described the pur- 
pose of the campaign as to show 
the farmer he must reduce produc- 
tion or accept a lower price for 
his wheat, 

After terming, the opposition to 


the board’s policies “political 
bunk” Legge said: 
“Present and future’ orations 


written by the Democratic Nation- 
al Committe and fathered by vari- 
Ous orators to broadcast the al- 
leged failure of the Farm Board 
are only more of the same kind of 
political bunk by virtue of which 
the farmer has arived at his pres- 
ent position.“ 

He said the opposition of Gov. 
Reed of Kansas, was “wholly po- 
litical” and applied the same de- 
scription to criticism of the board 
for not buying and storing large 
amounts of the 1930 wheat crop. 

C. B. Denman, another member 
of the Farm Board, said yester- 
day that retail prices of beef in 
New York City should be consid- 
erably lower on the basis of whole- 
Sale beef and live cattle prices. 

Denman, who recently said re- 
tail meat prices were not showing 
the reduction they should in view 
of wholesale cuts and thereby ob- 
tained a nation-wide reduction in 
beef prices, said New York con- 
sumers were entitled to a further 
price cut. Retail prices there, he 
said, have been reduced only 3 
cents to 6 cents a pound on the 
cheaper grades, while other large 
cities showed cuts of 12 cents and 
11 cents.

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California Gubernatorial Race 
Revolves Around Mooney Case, 
Once Dead But Now Alive Again 


Witness Who Says He 


Perjured Self in Iden- 


tifications at Trial Tells His Story 


to Gov. 


Young.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July 22. 


—Gov. C. C. Young today heard 
John MacDonald repudiate testi- 


mony which aided in sending War- 
ren K. Billings and Thomas J. 
Moonev to prison for the 1916 pre- 
paredness day bombing in San 
Francisco. MacDonald, who came 
from Baltimore to retract his iden- 
tifications of Mooney and Billings 
at their trial, went-into conference 
with the Governor this morning. 


He hopes to help Mooney and Bil- 
lings obtain pardons. 

Mrs. Rena Mooney, wife of 
Mooney, collapsed when she en- 
tered the ante-chamber of the Gov- 
ernor’s office and encountered 
MacDonald. 

At the close of the conference 
the Governor told MacDonald: It's 
now between you and the Court.“ 

This was taken as indication the 
Governor would do nothing more 
until Justices of the California 
Supreme Court, acting as an ad- 
visory board, could act on the peti- 
tion of Billings for a recommenda- 
tion for pardon. 

The Governor said he told Mac- 
Donald he had conferred with Su- 
preme Court members and they 
were “prepared to go fully into 
the testimony of MacDonald, as 
well as other matters appertaining 
thereto.”’

SAN FRANCISCO, July 22.—It 
has been 14 y2ars to the week since 
10 San Franciscans were killed and 
40 wounded in a bomb explosion 
during a preparedness day parade, 
yet the caseg of the two convicted 
perpetrators of the outrage still are 
the most dangerous explosives in 
California politics. Thomas J. 
Mooney and Warren K. Billings, 
radical labor leaders of the pre- 
war years, are serving life terms in 
California prisons, found guilty of 
murdering the bombing victims. 
Their pardon applications and 
their insistence that they were 
convicted on “framed” and fraud- 
ulent testimony are outstanding 
elements in the tightest three-cor- 


has seen in years. 

To Gov. Clement C. Young, can- 
didate. for a Republican nomina- 
tion equivalent to election, the dis- 
tressing feature of the situation is 
that two weeks ago, as a campaign 
hazard, the Mooney-Billings case 
appeared permanently deflated. 
Young came into office four years 
ago on a specific pledge to give 
Mooney’s declarations of innocence 
and pardon plea consideration, and 
with the understanding that the 
case of Billings, as the California 
law requires of twice-convicted 
felons, might be reviewed by the 
State Supreme Court 

Billings’ Appeal Sought. 

Young took until November of 
last year to study the Mooney case 
documents, and then pressure was 
brought to bear to have Billings 
make a clemency appeal to the 
Supreme Court so that the judi- 
ciary’s recommendations could be 
had before Young, as Governor, 
made up his mind what to do 
about pardoning Mooney. 

Less than three weeks ago, 80 
far as political involvements were 
concerned, this method of pro- 
cedure appeared to have worked 
successfully. The Supreme Court 
refused to indorse Billings’ ap- 
plication for clemency. Asserting 
that it believed his conviction just 
and his guilt established. Gov. 
Young and his advisory pardon 
board were consequently enabled 
to follow the Supreme Court’s rea- 
soning in denying a pardon to 
Mooney. The State's highest judi- 
cial authority had spoken, the Gov- 
ernor had observed its recom- 
mendations, Mooney and Billings 
were settled in their cells for life, 
and their cases were technically 
“out of politics.” 

But the Supreme Court, in its 
reasoning on Billings’ guilt, had 
laid the chief emphasis on the trial 
testimony of John MacDonald, a 
former San Francisco waiter. Mac- 
Donald identified Mooney and Bil- 
lings as the men he saw placing a 
bomb at the scene of the crime but 
subsequently, in 1921, had filed an 
affidavit repudiating his testimony 
as deliberate perjury. The Court 
reasoned that MacDonald’s trial 
testimony bore interna? testimony 
of “truth and sincerity” while his 
repudiation affidavit appeared “a 


tissue of falschoods.”’ 
Young, in his attempt to let the 


s 


Mooney pardon working organiza- 
tions down gently while denying 
them their chief objective, an- 
nounced that if MacDonald should 
ever be found he wished to have 
him examined officially for any 
further light he might shed on the 
case. 

MacDonald was supposed to be 
dead by Young’s advisers and even 
by leaders of the pardon working 
organizations. 

Then three days after Toung's 
refusal of clemency to Mooney was 
announced, the ex-waiter turned 
up in Baltimore, repeating his re- 
pudiation testimony more strongly 
than ever. Because of Young’s 


virtual pledge to ascertain the va- 


lidity of MacDonald’s repudiation, 
the Mooney case was now back in 
politics in a more. troublesome 
form than before. 


Thousands of Votes at Stake. 

Thousands of votes are obvious- 
ly to be won or lost by Mooney- 
Billings pardon decisions, which- 


ever way they 80. By shifting a 
part of the responsibility to the Su- 
preme Court, the sting of the 
Mooney pardon rejection early in 
the month had been as far as pos- 
sible softened for the pro-Mooney 
following by Young. On the oth- 
er hand, anything like proof of the 
genuineness of MacDonald’s re- 
pudiation, which might compcl the 
quick release of Mooney and Bill- 
ings, would lose the Governor 
thousands of votes of ultra-con- 
servative Californians convinced 
that the two prisoners are guilty 
and whether guilty or not, that 
they ought to be confined as dang- 
erous agitators. 

Consequently, the first strictly 
political necessity for a renomina- 
tion candidate would be to 
keep both the pro-Mooney and the 
anti-Mooney groups in the dark 
and avoid a showdown on the Mac- 
Donald repudiation which might 
produce, or even point to a definite 
pardon decision before the Repub- 
lican primaries of Aug. 26. 


Action by the Governor. 
This seemed feasibie as long as 
MacDonald remained in Balti- 
more, and Gov. Young, by sugest- 
ing various written agreements 
about the repudiating witness’ Cal- 
ifornia appearance to be negoti- 
ated by mail, evidently attempted 
to arrange it. 

But the aged ex-waiter picked 
as his legal representatives a re- 
putable corporation attorneys’ firm 
in Baltimore with no interest in 
West Coast gubernatorial cam- 
paigns and departed with two of 
the firm members for San Fran- 
cisco almost at once. One of the 
lawyers, Charles Ruzicka, had 
known MacDonald for six years as 
night watchman in his apartment 
house and was motivated by re- 
spect for his client’s evident sin- 
cerity and determination to see 
that he received fair treatment, 
uncomplicated by California poli- 
tics. 

Since their arrival in San Fran- 
cisco Sunday night, official tactics 
in California have been more than 
ever manifestly directed toward 
postponing a showdown on the 
MacDonald repudiation at virtual- 
ly all costs. 

Reached by telephone after Ru- 
zicka’s insisten efforts, Gov. 
Young at first pleaded a long list 
of political and other engagements 
as an excuse for delaying an ap- 
pointment with MacDonald and 
his lawyers. Even when practical- 
ly ultimatumed into receiving them 
today, Young refused Ruzicka and 
his associate, Hilary Gans, con- 
sent to a.definite hour for the ap- 
pointment. 

“Informal” Keception. 

Today he announced after study- 
ing “procedure methods” in dis 
Sacramento office, that he had 
“no engagement with the Balti- 
moreans and would only receive 
them “informally” in the regular 
order of office visitors.

OFFICIALLY LISTED AS 472 


Losses in Korea Include 1493 Miss- 
ing and Thought to Bé Dead; 
—— Injured.

TOKIO. July 72. An official 
death list of 472 persons in last 
Friday’s typhoon was reported to- 
day in dispatches published here 
and in Seoul. 

Eastern Korea, especially Ko- 
gendo province, was sorely strick- 
en. A Seoul dispatch to Rengo 
News Agency listed the Korean 
losses as 390 dead, 1493 missing 
and believed dead, 205 injured and 
3475 houses destroyed. 

Official figures for Kyushu Is- 
land, Southern Japan, where the 
typhoon struck first, showed 82 
known dead, 75 missing, 425 in- 
jured, 16,890 houses destroyed, 20,- 
786 houses damaged and 1803 boats 
sunk or missing. 

The typhoon struck Korea while 
it still was suffering from the ef- 
fects of floods which had killed at 
least 285 persons and made thou- 
sands homeless,

OF JOBS AT PRESENT 


Government to Concen- 
trate: on Finding Relief 
Before Winter Sets in, 


Causing More Suffering. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, July 22.—The con- 
tinued increase of unemployment 
in Great Britain is viewed with so 
much apprehension with respect to 
the approaching winter that Prime 
Minister MacDonald has taken per- 
sonal charge of a new attempt to 
offset the evil. 

Not since 1922 has the present 
total of 1,800,000 unemployed per- 
sons been surpassed. Then it was 
1,900,000 but that was at a time 
when England was in the business 
slump which followed the post- 
war boom. The figure of 1922 also 
included the aftermath of several 
labor disputes, the most serious of 
which was the coal strike. 

There is some indication that 
the Labor Government is still dal- 
lying with the proposal to pension 
the old workers, although Philip 
Snowden has barred any further 
expenditures of this sort. 

The Prime Minister, who is now 
free of his preoccupations with the 
London naval conference, has de- 
cided to apply all his energies to 
the unemployment problem, reliev- 
ing Lord Privy Seal J. H. Thomas 
of the thankless task he has held 
the past year.

As to cfuisers: The United States is authorited to 
lay down five big cruisers of the 10,000-ton type, car- 
rying eight-inch guns. Great Britain is not only-not 
authorized to lay down any new big cruisers, but is 
to scrap 40,000 tons of this category. Japan is not 
to lay down any new big cruisers.

* ‘TOURISTS AND EUROPEAN BUDGETS. | 
When in one day last week nine ocean liners sailed 
from New York bearing 13,000 passengers to 
the high point of the tourist season was reached. is 
exodus illustrates how widespread foreign travel has 
become. among our people. Vacations abroad are 
suited equally for recreation and for study. Last 
year, accoming to the Department of Commerce, 
$68,960 persons sailed for Europe from these shores. 
Passport applications for the first five months this 
year showed an increase of about 10 per cent over 
the same period of 1929, indicating the largest growth 
in recent years. 
erican travelers ‘last year spent $878,407,000 
abroad, of which about 73 per cent went into Bu- 
ropean tills, Government estimates disclose. Here 
is an item important not only to the hotel keepers 
and souvenic. vendors of the Continent, but of the 
greatest significance to European Governments. By 
leaving such sums in Europe the American tourist 
is helping balance the ledgers of international book- 
keeping. Europe's heavy indebtedness to America, 
sothe $11,000,000,000, makes this balancing process a 
serious and growing problem. 
At present Europe is paying to this country $200,- 
000,000 a year interest on the war debts, plus $700,- 
000,000 a year to private security holders. The fund- 
ing schedules call for an increasingly greater rate of 
payment on obligations to the Government. Where 
is Europe to get this money? It cannot be paid from 
domestic exchequers, for no one has as yet raised 
himself by his own boot straps. The new American 
tariff places a barrier on payment in goods whereby 
Europe might have made headway. 
Tourist expenditures now are the second largest 
“invisible” item of trade with which Europe will 
strive to pay her debts. The largest item, American 
investments abroad, of course increases Europe's to- 
tal obligations, while receipts from tourists are in- 
come in a larger sense. Hopes for settling accounts 
without disruption of international finances rest 
largely on the possibilities of increasing the number 
of her tourist guests. European budgets and Bae- 
dekers thus go hand in hand. 
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CHECKERS AT CONEY ISLAND. 

Checkers, sport which the movies invariably por- 
tray as being played by two rustics on a board over 
the top of a cracker barrel in a village store, has 
suddenly reached the status of a “house game” at 
the booths in Coney Island, where New York's mil- 
lions seek diversion. What is more astonishing is 
the way city dwellers hand over their dimes at the 
booths bearing placards, “Ten cents a game, lose or 
draw—free if you win.” 
So, for 10 cents a game, the metropolitan takes 
his lessons from the “house men,” bucking their vari- 
able ability instead of the fixed percentages of other 
games of chance and skill.

He told her, “I'll do my best,” 
and on shipboard spent his time building the plane 
he was to enter in the competition. Now comes word 
from the Halton Airdrome that Joe holds the world’s 
outdoor model airplane championship. A boy from 
Ohio won sixth place, the other awards went to En- 
glish lads. Joe's victory is all the finer because he 
had to work, and work hard, for it. In 1928 and 
1929 he took part in the national contest in Detroit. 
Undaunted by failure to win first place, he went back 
again this year after first achieving the indoor model 
championship at the International Aircraft Exposi- 
tion in the Arena.

Most modern revolts are foredoomed to failure because governments, by use of new 
inventions, can quickly spy out and crush rebels; in India however, dissidents 
do not use force; planes, gas and tanks may prove useless there; if non-resistance 
wins, the right to revolution, now nearly obsolete, will gain a new lease on life.

ILL the right to revolt survive? The 
Declaration of Independence, as most 
Americans have forgotten, expressly 
declared that “...whenever any form of 
Government becomes destructive of these 
ends (the right ef life, liberty, the pursuit 
of happiness, and government by consent of 
the governed) it is the Right of the People 
to alter or abolish it, and to institute new 
Government...” . 
All Over the world the right to rebellion 
has been and is recognized by everybody 


ments. It has been accepted as a matter 
ot course and all successful revolutionists 
have been acclaimed as heroes and servants 
of humanity, whereas the unsuccessful have 
been consigned to the firing squad and con- 
tumely. But recent events have caused 
many to wonder whether the new technique 
of despots, and the increasingly centralized 
power of all Governments, is not in a fair 
way to rob the people of their historic 
right to throw off any Government which 
seems to them intolerabie. 

That modern inventions have played into 
the hands of Governments nobody will deny. 
The growing destructiveness of these in- 
ventions in the field of warfare tends to 
strengthen those in power. The bombing 
ability of airplanes, the use of gas and of 
tanks augment tremendously the odds in fa- 
vor of the ins and against the outs. Even 
more 80 do the modern methods of com- 
munication—motor cars, telephone, radio. 

When all portions of a country ¢an be 


of authority flying from boundary to boun- 
dary in a few hours, the possibility of cou- 
cealing revolutionary preparations betomes 
slight indeed. The patriots at Concord and 
Lexington would not have hidden many 
supplies had British airplanes constantly 
watched them from overhead. When Wash- 
ington started his march to Yorktown he 
crossed the Hudson at Dobbs Ferry, not 
25 miles from British headquarters. Yet 
his troors were well through New Jersey 
before definite knowledge of this movement 
roused the British in New York City to 
action. Concealment of troop movements 
when war has begun can stil! be achieved,

Certainly England today holds her Indian 
Empire by the most tenuous of strings: the 
only question is whether there is sufficient 
determination and solidarity to go on with 
the protests and the sactifics, 
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Moreover, it is not only the active non- 
resistance of the Indians—to write an ap- 
parent cdéntradiction—which counts. Little 
by little the English are being forced into 
an ignoble and an impossible situation. They 
are insisting upon holding à country which 
they won by a victory over a third nation: 
they know that the country is ovefwhelin- 
ingly against them; they are bewildered be-

Fire destroyed seven frame build- 
ings at the Superior mine of the 
Perry Coal Co., 7600 West Main 
street, Belleville, yesterday, caus- 
ing damage estimated at $200,000. 

Sparks from a motor in the tip- 
ple building, which houses hoisting 
machinery, are thought to have 
started the blaze which spread to 
adjoining buildings before the 
Belleville Fire Department could 
check it. The loss was partly in- 
sured. 

Blazing timbers from the tipple 
house, falling down the shaft, set 
fire to bracing timbers 160 feet be- 
low the surface, endangering 17 
While 12 of 
the miners walked more than a 
mile to escape through an airsbaft, 
five remained and extinguished the 
blaze with an emergency hose. 

The mine extends for about 50 
acres under the grounds of the St. 
Clair Country Club. Smoke drawn 
down the hoisting shaft made fight- 
ing the fire difficult. 

Besides the tipple house and its 
machinery, the machine shop, at- 
fice building, blacksmith shop, fod- 
der shed, coal bin and engine room 
were destroyed. Two loaded coal 
cars on a siding also were burned 
at a loss estimated at $8000. Six 
years ago a fire destroyed the mine 
buildings. 

The mine is the largest in the 
Belleville district, employing nor- 
mally about 150 men. 

A large crowd gathered and 
traffic on the Rock Road line of 
the East St. Louis & Suburban Rall 
road, two blocks away, was delayed 
two hours. 

The flames spread with such 
rapidity that firemen confined their 
efforts to keep them from reaching 
nearby buildings. 

The tipple building was 65 feet 
high and about 80 feet square, with 
steel framework.
